$25,000 Still Due County 


From Duplicates Of 
1921 to 1924; Money 


Pouring I n t o 


Coffers. 


August 10 has been set as the last 


day on which delinquent tax collectors 
of Adams county can settle for their 
duplicates for the years from 1921 to 


1924, 
inclusive, it was stated today by 


R. E. Deardorff, clerk to the Adams 
county 
commissioners. 
Mr. Dear- 


dorff today started to send out no- 
tices to that effect to the delinquents. 


Since announcement was made last 


•week that the commissioners would 
start to enforce settlement 
of de- 


linquent tax duplicates by taking ac- 
tion against the collectors' bondsmen, 
several of those 
whose 
duplicates 


were in arrears have made full and 
complete settlement with Harry J. 
Troxell, county treasurer. 


In all, there were about 25 de- 


linquent tax-collectors in the county, 
and five have brought in their back 
taxes and started 
out with 
clean 


slates but at least 20 collectors are 
still to be heard from, and it is to 
that number that Mr. Deardorff's no- 
tices will be sent. 


With each notice will be set down 


the amount of taxes due the county 
and the years for which the duplicates 
have not been settled. 
By setting 


August 10 as the last 'lay for set- 
tling back duplicates, the commi--«ion- 
ets are granting almost a month for 
the collectors to get busy among the 
tax payers indebted to them. 


$25.000 Is Still Due 


Between $35,000 and $40,000 
was 


due Adams county ten days ago on 
delinquent tax duplicates, and 
the 


commissioners broadcast a plea that 
settlement be made as soon as pos- 
sible so that the county would not 
be forced to borrow additional funds 
to meet current expenses. Since pub- 
lic notification was made, about $10,- 
000 has been forthcoming, but at least 
$25,000 remains unpaid, according to 
Mr. Deardorff 
:

cates from 1921 to 1924 has stirred 
other collectors, whn<--e 1925 duplicates 
remain unsettled for, to make account- 
ings to the county treasurer, and Mr.
